DAY OF HEROICS FOR WOMEN 
STARTED W ITH GOOL TELE­ 
PHONE OPERATOR 
San Francisco, Nov. 18.—<U.R>— 
Heroism on the part of 120 nurses 
who quieted frantic patients and 
carried them to safety prevented 
a horrible disaster here today af­ 
ter a Are swept through the Uni­ 
versity of California hospital. 
The flames started as a result 
of an explosion in an X-ray room 
and for a time it looked as though 
many of the sick and injured 
would lose their lives. 
Rescue workers concentrated on 
clearing patients from the hospi­ 
tal while firemen strove to extin­ 
guish the flames. 
In the gray hours of early morn­ 
ing success finally greeted the ef­ 
forts of both nurses and firemen: 
Every patient was carried to a hail 
at the rear of the building and 
shortly thereafter the flames were 
controlled. 
Damage was estimated at $250,- 
000. No one w as seriously injured. 
B ut before the flames 
w ere 
con­ 
trolled there w ere m any terror-filled 
m om ents 
w ith 
the 
nurses 
striving 
earnestly to prevent a panic, and in 
this they were successful. 
T h at no 
one was burned to 
death 
resulted 
from the excellent work of the nurses, 
directed by Miss K athleen Fores, sup­ 
erintendent of nurses, C harles B ren- 
nant, fire chief, told the U nited Press. 
The hospitla building is five stories 
high w ith X -ray room s on the third 
floor.

F rance intends the new craft 
as a test ship. 
T he greatest in terest am ong spec- j 
tato rs today centered in the conical j 
aerodrom e which fits into the s u p e r. 
stru ctu re. 
In it is packed away a sea­ 
plane w ith folding wings. 
The plane i 
can be taken out, fitted for flight and 
slid overboard in five 
m inutes,

tucked aw ay in eight. 
The new craft is 400 feet long, 50 
feet longer than the largest American 
and British submarines, and double j 
the lengths of the greatest war-time j 
German U Boats. 
Diesel engines will

to promote the policies of the Hoover 
administration, particularly with ref* 
erence to the tariff bill, Senator Henry 
Allen of Kansas said today after ct 
breakfast at the W hite 
House 
and 
prior to a dinner which he will ten­ 
der the insurgent group during the 
5:80 to 7:30 P. M. recess at the capitol 
tonight. 
He disclaimed the idea that soma 
of the younger members of the group 
are after the scalps of Senator Wat­ 
son of Indiana, 
floor 
leader, 
and 
Chairman George Moses of the repub­ 
lican senatorial campaign com m ittet, 
"old guard" leaders. 
f 
"We are merely taking advantage of 
every opportunity the present 
situa­ 
tion affords to get the bill passed,*' 
Allen told the United Press, "and w e 
hope the bill includes the 
industrial 
rate level of the Fordney-McCumber 
bill, plus an increased duty on such 
textiles as are 
suffering 
depression 
due to foreign importations. We also 
have expressed ourselves for the agri­ 
cultural rates requested by the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation." 
While this is a complete departure 
from the more expansive program of 
industrial tariff revision 
devised 
by 
the Watson-Moses leadership 
group, 
the members of the group feel 
they 
have the support of the president In 
directing the change in polley on the 
part of the republican m ajority of the 
senate. 
The charge also 
m ight 
be 
Inter­ 
preted by some as a challenge to the 
Speaker Longworth-Tilson leadership 
of the house which espoused a. plan 
of industrial rate revision even mar# 
expansive 
than 
the 
Watson-Mosea 
leadership of the senate. 
It also probably will have an import­ 
ant bearing on the final form of tariff 
legislation which will come out of the 
conference of the house and senate 
tariff conference committees. 
"We voice no criticism of Senator 
Watson," Allen continued. "No mem­ 
bers of the group are personally am­ 
bitious. 
There is no occasion to dis­ 
cuss leadership. 
‘'The group, so far as I have heard, 
in concerned about the tariff. 
Our 
rallying point is the Hoover adminis­ 
tration. 
We would not like to see the 
abandonment of the expectations and 
wishes of the country about this bill 
which would occur lf this session of 
congress was fruitless of tariff legis­ 
lation. 
"We do not all agree on schedules 
and therefore no pledges have been 
made concerning the attitude on any 
of the Individual schedules. 
"We are together in the common 
purpose of hurrying the bill to con­ 
ference and the deepest 
m otive 
be­ 
hind us is our belief in the republican 
party and President Hoover.” 
Allen’s statem ent was the first full 
expression of the program of the group 
I since it started last week 
to 
over- 
I throw tho plans of the old guard lead­ 
ers for an adjournment of the special 
session this week so the senate m ight 
rest for the opening of the regular 
session December 2. 
lf Allen and some of the other more 
cautious leaders have their way, the 
group is expected to hold in abeyance 
for the time being, their hope of sup­ 
planting Watson with Senator Charles 
L. McNary of Oregon, who they 
be­ 
lieve, would more closely 
represent 
the views of the White House. 
Mc­ 
N ary is doing everything possible to 
discourage the plan and has let his 
supporters in the group know he will, 
if possible, prevent them from bring­ 
ing up the matter in the republican 
conference which will be called for tbs 
latter part of this week.

RIOTING, BLOODSHED, CHARGES 
OF FRAUD, MARK THE NA­ 
TIONAL ELECTION 


PASCUAL ORTIZ RUBIO, REVOLU­ 
TIONARY AND ADMINISTRA­ 
TIVE CANDIDATE, WINS

Mexico, Nov. 18. — In an election 
m arked by nationwide rioting, blood­ 
shed and charges of fraud, Pascual 
Ortiz Rubio, national 
revolutionary 
and adm inistrative candidate, has ob­ 
tained a trium phant m ajority for the 
presidency of Mexico. 
An accurate check of the dead was 
impossible. 
Many deaths were con­ 
firmed and those together with semi 
official reports indicated the number 
killed throughout the 
states 
would 
reach 21 with scores injured. Uncon­ 
firmed reports placed the dead at 28. 
Police announced that eight persons 
were killed in election rioting in the 
capital alone. At least. 19 others were 
seriously wounded, according to 
a 
count this morning. 
While no figures were available for 
an approxim ate count of yesterday’s 
vote, reports indicated th at the Ortiz 
Rubio party trium phed in nearly all of 
the states of the republic. Leaders of 
the anti-reelectionist party, supporting 
the only other candidate, Jose Vas- 
concelos, conceded victory to the ad­ 
m inistration candidate but only with 
claims th at the Ortiz Rubio victory 
was a “fiasco" and accomplished by 
preventing the Vasconcelos supporters 
from voting. 
Incomplete returns made public by 
the national revolutionary party gave 
Ortiz Rubio 166,074 votes in the fed­ 
eral district compared to 
2,580 
for 
Jose Vasconcelos. 
In view of the prevalence of dis­ 
orders yesterday, the possibility arose 
of an arm ed movement to win the 
presidency for Vasconcelos. 
It was 
pointed out, however, that even should 
the re-electionists in the 
north 
a t­ 
tem pt such a movement that it prob­ 
ably would be short lived because of 
scattered support and because Vascon­ 
celos himself would refrain from auth­ 
orizing such tactics. 
Advices to the departm ent of the in­ 
terior stated th at

killed at Cecilia in the state of Tam- 
aulipas and six wounded. 
Reports to 
La Presna from Toluca 
in 
Mexico 
state, said five police were killed when 
a patrol truck was overturned. Police 
headquarters in the capital announced 
the city’s death toll was five and that 
16 were wounded seriously in addition 
to scores who were bruised and cut. 
One was killed and four wounded 
in a riot in front of the anti-reelec- 
tionists’ headquarters. 
Police reports 
received here from Vera Cruz said 
th at up to noon yesterday four had 
been slain there, one at Cordoba in 
the same state and another 
at 
La- 
huca, Vera Cruz state, who allegedly 
was lynched by Vasconcelos followers. 
Private advices frmo Vera Cruz re­ 
ported that from nine to 14 were kill­ 
ed there, including a baby killed by a 
stray bullet. 
Many were wounded. 
Similar dispatches described deaths in 
riots at 
Cordoba San Andres 
and 
Tuxtla. 
Thousands of troops were on guard 
throughout the day 
but 
apparently 
were powerless to prevent a minimum 
of disorder.
